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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/ or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Joseph Konieczny on 02 September 2005. The application has 
been amended as follows: 

Replace Claim 5 with the following: 

5. The pipette dispenser unit recited in claim 1, wherein said 
microcontroller uses pulse width modulation at a pre-programmed 
frequency to selectively open and close said valves. 

Replace Claim 12 with the following: 

12. A pipette dispenser unit, comprising: 

a) a hand-held pipette dispenser having a pipette connector and a 
length-adjustable handle, wherein the distance between said handle and 
said pipette connector is adjustable; 

b) a remote source of positive and negative air pressure in fluid 
connection with said pipette connector; and 

c) foot-operated means for controlling the flow of air between said air 
pressure source and said pipette connector. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-18, 20, and 21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With regard to claim 20: while telescoping handles are well known, the 
prior art of hand-held pipettes does not reasonably suggest the use of an 
extendable handle having a telescoping support. United States Patent 
6,240,791 to Kenney discloses an adjusting hand grip, but does not teach that 
the length can be adjusted using a telescoping support. United States Patent 
4,041,764 to Sabloewski et al discloses a hand-held pipette whose barrel 
length can be adjusted using threaded extensions (reference items 3 and 4). 
Like Kenney, Sabloewski et al does not teach a telescoping support for 
adjusting the distance between the handle and the pipette connector.
